The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With regard 
to claim 22, in the interview, applicant argued that the sleeve halves 22a and 22b and 
the slots 66A and 66B of Grinberg et al. are not located in the slots 50 and 54 of shaft 
20. Thus, slots 50 and 54 doe not constitue a slot pattern and slots 66a and 66b do not 
constitute a wedge mechanism where the wedge mechanism is movable in the slot 
pattern, as recited in claim 22 of the instant invention. Applicant arguments are 
persuasive, and, accordingly, the rejection of claim 22 as being anticipated by Grinberg 
et al. is withdrawn.
